But mili-hands who 
earn $9 or $10 a week could rent these 
houses for $5 a month and couldn’t 
afford anything better. 

Those houses stood for more than 
100 years, and were torn down only 
a few years ago to clear the site for 
a great reservoir. I hope the new 
“compamy houses” will last as long 
and be more comfortable and, espect- 
ally, better-looking.

A further concession to the tra- 
velling public is: announced by 
C. P. Riddell, Chairmaa, Canadian 


Passenger Association, in the 
statement that in future one- 
month round trip railway tickets 
previously good for continuous 
passage only between departure 
point and destination, will be 
valid for stop-over at interme- 
diate points going and returning. 
For many years Canadian fail- 
ways have been selling one-month 
round trip tickets at twice the 
one-way fare, less ten per cent., 
good for continous passago only. 
Now, the stop-over privilege is 
granted without any increase in 
fare and passengers deciding en 
route to stop over, may do so on 
application to the conductor. This 
concession, it is felt by railway 
officials, will do much to further 
promote travel by rail in Canada. 


W. E. Allison, manager of mail 
and baggage traffic, Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, has been elected ~ 
vice-president of the American 
Association of General Baggage 
Agents, comprising representa- 
tives of all the railways on this 
continent. 


H. C. Grout, general superinten- 
dent, Ontario district, of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, has 
been promoted to the post of 
assistant to the vice-president 
with headquarters in Montreal.

Christmas Spirit All 
Through The Ages 


Writing editorially, Mr. H. L. 
Walsh, editor of the St Catharines 
(Ont.) “Standard”, says: 


“One hundred and ten years ago 
on the 30th of November, the first 
sod for the first Welland Canal was 
turned at Allanburg. Ten years ago 
a cairn was unveiled to mark the 
spot. That was man’s first conquesv 
of the mighty and insurmountable 
barrier of Niagara Falls. Champlain, 
La Salle, Joliette and other great ex- 
plcrers had portaged to the Great 
Upper Lakes in the quest of a route 
to the Orient. Today the great car- 
rier of 200,000 bushels of wheat 
reaches from one lake to another, a 
difference of level of 326.5 feet in 
eight hours. The third and the lasv 
Welland Ship Canal is reduced to 25 
miles from the original 27!2. It has 
eight mammoth locks instead of the 
original forty, and each lock 820 feet 
instead of 110. 


The Ship Canal. was 
completed and opened in 1931. It 
will convey almost every type of 


ocean Steamer except the great de 
luxe passenger liners. 

“St. Catharines holds a vantage 
point in the centre of the Niagara 
Peninsula from which can be survey- 
ed and reviewed the remarkable pro- 
gress which has vitally touched the 
whole northern half of the American 
continued. The entire district is 
pregnant with history.

The destruction of the Ward liner 
“Morro Castle” has dramatized for 
us, as nothing else could do, the fire 


hazards on a modern ship. Hete was; who believed that a ship with several 


@ vessel less than four years old, 
costing over $5,000,000, and equipped 
with all the latest contrivances for 
comfort, safety and speed. She was 
within a few miles of the Jersey shore 
when she burst into flames, became 
unmanageable, and had to be aban- 
doned so precipitously that several of 
her boats remained unlaunched when 
she was beached. 


Passengers were burned to death 
in their cabins. Others, urged to jump 
into the sea, were either drowned or 
cut to pieces by the still turning pro- 
pellers. Apparently the ship burned 
so fast that the fire hoses were de- 
stroyed and the water mains serving 
them broken below decks by the heat. 
Communication between engine room 
and bridge was put out of action, and 
the electric current failed for all pur 
poses a few minutes after the general 
alarm was sounded. 

Nobody who bas eerved at sea Chu 
regard the evidence at the inquiry 
without a feeling of profound humili- 
ation. With but few exceptions tthe 
officers went to pieces. The acting 
captain either gave no orders” that 
could be executed or left his subor- 
dinates to their own devices. Instead 
of stopping a 20-knot ship on fire, to 
reduce the draft that was fanning 
the flames, the orders were to put 


while stopping the port propeller. 
This would set the vessel hard over 
and increase, if anything, the draft 
to ‘the fire. It became manifest at 
the inquiry that neither the acting 
captain nor the chief engineer had the 
faintest conception of leadership in 
time of danger, and it was therefore

| Stantial sum in maintenance, is a 


serious hazard for the passenger. It 
inevitably involves the overworking 
of the ships’ officers, who must some- 
times work 24 hours at a stretch to 
rush through their duties before sail- 
ing. The law requires that boat and 
fire drills be held once a week, and, 
so far as circumstances permit, it is 
done on every ship at sea. But the 
weather may make it impossible, and 
when a Ship is in port, she is at a 
dock on one side, and lighters are tied 
up on her outer side. It is impos- 
sible in such cases to lower boats or 
carry out adequate fire practice. En- 
gine-room machinery has to be ov- 
erhauled in port, boilers must be 
cleaned and tested, and the stay may 
be a matter of only a few hours. Un- 
less an entire extra staff is carried 
for the sole purpose of fire and boat 
drills, it may be impossible to per- 
| form ‘them according to law. 

The passengers may retort that the 
ship should be anchored clear of the 
| dock before sailing, to carry out these 
drills. Unhappily, the passenger is 
| the first to utter loud cries at the 
slightest delay of this kind. He in-
